St. Louis Society Woman Alleges 
Husband Beat and Other- 
wise Abused Her. 

: soilless 
Mrs. Ernest B. Sipple, formerly Miss 
Crete Thrailkill, and, well-known in St. 


}Louis society, both before and since 


her marriage, nearly four years ago, 
filed suit for divorce Thursday. i 

Her hasband, who is treasurer of the 
Sipple Adjustment Co., is charged in the 
petition with indignities -beginnIng soon 
after their marriage, Jan. 3, 1908, and 
<ontinuing until their separation, May 
1, last. They lived, until recently, at-the 
Buckingham Hotel. 

At various times in 1908, 1910 and the 
present year, it is alleged, he struck, 
beat and wounded her, cursed and 
abused her. 

He would frequently stay away all 
night, it is charged, and would tell her 
on his return, that it - was none of her 
“damn business’’ where he had been. 

In the fall: of 1910, Mrs. Sipple alleges 

her husband,took her to New. York, and 
left her at/a hotel without money to 
pay her expenses there, or her railroad 
fare home. She was obliged, she de- 
clares, to telegraph to°her friends in St. 
Louis for funds to get home. 
‘The petition states that no children 
have been born to the Sipples, and 
makes no mention of alimony beyond 
asking that the court maké such orders 
as it may deem proper. 

The marriage of Sipple and Miss Lu- 
icretia Thrailkill came as a surprise to 
the many St. Louis friends of the young 
woman. .She was the daughter of Mrs. 
W. P. Crosswhite, with whom she lived 
at the West End Hotel. 

The marriage took place in St. Joseph, : 
where Miss Thrailkill had gone to visit 
State Senator Charles 
Mayer. Sipple was then a resident of 
St. Joseph, but soon after the. marriage 
he removed to St. Louis, where he en- 
tered business with his brother, W. C. 
Sipple. 

Mrs. Sipple is said to have been living 
with friends in St. Louis since’ her sep- 
aration from her husband.

HOPED TO MAKE FORTUNE

Apparatus Was Expected to Genh- 
erate Heat Without the 
Use of Coal.

The invention on which Anthony F. 
Wice had worked for more than a year, 
and thfugh which he hoped to gain a 
fortune, turned upon him with the aw- 
ful wrath of a Frankenstein at the very 
moment of its completion and killed him. 


Wice had the mind and the patience of 

a born inventor. He loved every plate 
and joint and rivet of the contrivance 
which he had created. Instead of the 
reward for which he hoped, his harvest 
was annihilation. 
° His dream of inventing an apparatus 
which would generate heat without the 
use of coal had a tragic ending in the 
basement of his home at 5887 Theodosia 
avenue Wednesday night. 

The supreme moment had come. The 
mental and physical work of 18 months 
was about to reach fruition. His -be- 
oved machine was finished. 

It Leoked Harmless, 

Outwardly it seemed harmiess 
envugh—a metal tank three and a half 
feet high and two and a half feet in 
diameter, jointed and riveted to stand 
great pressure and closely resembling 
the hot-water heating tanks to ._ be 
found in thousands of St. Louis kitch- 
ens. 

By mixing compressed air and gaso- 
line in this tank Wice believed he could 
generate a great heat. 

Before supper, Wice and his 19-year- 
old son, Franklyn, had tested the ma- 
chine. They put a gallon of gasoline 
in the tank and to a hole in the to 
of the tank they attached a pipe con- 
nected with an air pump. The test 
showed . that the opening in the top of 
the tank Was t6o small t6 admit a suf- 
ficient 116W of air into it, 

Wice said he would enlarge the open- 
ing after supper. The gallon of gaso- 
line was left in the tank. 

Was. Last Test. 

After supper Wice went into the base- 
ment carrying a lighted lantern. He 
told his son that when he had finished 
making the alteration in’ the tank he 
would call him and they would put the 
machine to its final, supreme test. 

Mrs. Wice and her sons, Raymond 
and Franklyn, heard Wice ‘chiseling 
at the tank. The noise stopped. 

A sécond later there was an explo- 
sion that shook the house and caused 
the parlor floor to bulge upward. 

Franklyn ran into the basement. 
He found his father lying dead on the 
groynd and the tank blown to pieces. 
Shattered fragments of the lantern 
lay near Wice’s body. 

Apparently after enlarging the 
opening at the top of the tank Wice 
had held up the lantern and at- 
tempted to look into the tank. The 
gasoline which had been standing in 
the tank nearly an hour had generat- 
ed an explosive gas, and this, coming 
in contact with the flame of the lan- 
tern had caused the explosion. 

The heavy steel top of,the tank struck 
the left side of Wice’sYhead as he bent 
over it, probably killing him _ = in- 
stantly. \ 

Invented Other Things. 

Wice was 40 years old. He was head 
of the blacksmithing department of the 
American Press Brick Co. While in this 
service he invented a trip-hammer 
which could be used with a great sav- 
ing and an exhaust fan, which ran by 
water power in summer and by exhaust 
steam in winter, thus saving the cost of 
electricity.

The testimony as to the personal de- 
posit was made in an effort to refuse 
Lewis’ statement to the committee made 
in Washington that he had to borrow 
noney to make the trip to Washington 
to testify before the eee having 
no money himself. 

Reads a Typed Statement. 

Stice read from a thick typed state- 
ment, and proceeded slowly because he 
was continually interrupted by ques- 
tions from members of the committee. 
It seemed probable that several days 
would be consumed in going through it. 

Lewis and his wife, who was hand- 
somely gowned in black and wore a big 
plumed black hat, sat apart at one 
side of the room and laughed heartily 
when Stice was confused and embar- 
rassed at one stage of the questioning. 
Lewis charges that Stice was one of his 
chief persecutors. Stice helped in the 
investigation which resulted in a fraud 
order against Lewis’ People’s U. S&S. 
Bank, 

Members. of the committee are Con- 
gressmen Ashbrook of Ohio, Redfield 
of New York,“Alexander of Missouri, 

cCoy of New Jersey, Slemp of Vir- 
ginia, Towner of Iowa and Austin of 
Tennessee. 

Slemp and Austin were absent when 


the hearing began Monday. Slemp tel- 


egraphed that he would reach St. Louls 
Thursday night, and Austin that he 
would be here Sunday. 

Congressman McCoy demanded the 
right, when Stice began reading his 
statement,.to interrupt him with ques- 
tions, and Chairman Ashbrook granted it, 

Lewis Pays Own Expense. 

Stice said that Lewis had made the 
statement, before the Congressional 
Committee, that subscribers to his mag- 
azines had contributed a fund for him 
in this inquiry. Investigation showed, 
Stice said; that no such fund had been 
subscribed, and that Lewis was paying 
the expenses he incurred out of his own 
pocket. Lewis is permitted to have law- 
yers present at the hearings. 

Stice said he had made an investiga- 
tion of Lewis’ personal possessions 
since the inquiry began, and had found 
thet in a St. ‘Louis County bank he had 
aA personal deposit of $51,300.50. 

“How did you get that information?’ 
Ccrgressman Redfield asked. 

“J told the president of the bank that 
I was a post office inspector,’ Stice 
replied, “and that I wanted the infor- 


‘mation to lay before this committee.’’

“No, IT did not say that.” 

One of Lewis’ complaints is that mem- 
hers of the Postoffice Department used 
tneir official positions to get informa- 
tion against hira. 

Lewis’ magazines were printed primar- 
ily for advertising, Stice satd, and for 
that reason were excluded from the 
mails as second-class matter. As an in- 
stance indicating this, he said that the 
People’s U. 8S. Savings Bank, which, he 
deciared, was owned chiefly by Lewis, 
paid a bill of $52,000 for advertisements 
in ‘Lewis’ publications. Lewis personal- 
ly owned little stock in the publications, 
Stice said. 

Lewis’ salary as president of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. was set at first | 
at $15,600--Stice said, and within a year 
was increased to $26,000 annually. 

Stice several times spoke of Lewis’ 
concerns as ‘‘get-rich-quick”’ companies. 
Congressman Redfield reeagn him why 
he called them that. 

“Because they promised. dividends of 
from 46 to 65 per cent,’’ Stice replied.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Ramay MacDon- 
ald, M. P., leader of the British Labor 
party, was asked today by the Post-Dis- 
patch‘ correspondent whether in his opin- 
ion effective steps could be taken by 
the Powers to end the war in Tripoli 
between Italy and Turkey. Without 
hesitation, MacDonald replied: 

“In my opinion, the only power which 
could effectively intervene in a friendly 
way is the United States. England 


| would be in a very delicate position if 


she took action, as the other powers 
would suspect she was moving with an 
ulterior object of her own, and that 
might end in the area of the war being 
extended. 

“The United States stands remote 
from these Europsan jealousies and. ri- 
valries. Her motives could not be ques- 
tioned. 

“It has become of the first interest to 
the whole of the western civilization 
that this war, with its terrible atro- 
cities, be stopped as quickly as possible. 
If the American Govérnment shows the 
way the European ones may then. be 
able to follow. 

“America would be doing not only 
@ great work for humanity, but for 
civilization if she could bring about 
peace in Tripoli. She alone can do it.”’

The real 
complaint now is that they’re doing it in 
hot blood. The ideal soldier shouldn’t 
have feelings; he should be a mere kill- 
ing machine.

In modern times. since gov- 
ernments have become democratic, war 
is beginning to be taken seriously. War 
used to be sport. 

“It is a-condition of war that if civ- 
ilians are found armed they are shot.

What blood and 
iron can do, the Italian can do, but they 
are up against two things—religion at 
home and Mohammed in Africa.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Nov. 9.— 
With a number of outlying districts still

The Italian people, no doubt, are ignorant 
of the conduct of their soldiers in Tripoli. They 
know less about the atrocious cruelties described 
by the Post-Dispatch correspondent and _ verified 
by other witnesses than any civilized people on 
the globe. They did not plan the scheme of im- 
perial conquest nor have they anything to do with 
lis direction. 

But the people of Italy must be awakened, not 
only to the brutalities of their soldiers, but to the 
force of public sentiment throughout the civilized 
world against such barbarities. fhe Government 
of Italy must be convinced that civilized public 
opinion wfil not tolerate savagery and the viola- 
tion of the principle of humanity in its hungcr 
for expansion. Governments may disregard prin- 
ciples and scruples in working out selfish ambi- 
tions, but they cannot ignore public opinion. No 
government | can withstand universal condemna- 
tion. 

The effect on public opinion of the reports of 
Correspondent MeCullagh is an encouraging sign 
of the progress of civilization. The protests of the 
European press, the utterances of leading Luro- 
peans, the great mass meeting in London of dis- 
tinguished Englishmen, which demanded inter- 
vention, are signs and proofs of the growth f hu- 
mane and enlightened sentiment. The press of 
America is not behind that of Europe in voicing 
public indignation. The people of this country 
should join the people of Europe in making the

greed and gavagery. 

If the Italian atrocities, in arousing the senti- 
ment of Christendom against the savagery of 
conquest, shall lead to the general condemnation 
of war as essentially inhuman, the Arabs of 
Tripoli will not have aetores in vain.
